TO PROSECUTE 
SON'S SLAYER. 


Vedder May Face a 
Charge of Murder. 
Father of His Victim 
to Investigate. 


Not Satisfied With Coroner's 
Verdict—Conviction Would 
Be Difficult. 


th DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 
SALT LAKE (Utah) July 14.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] The railroad man who 
killed William Trezise, the young Salt 
Laker, who died in a Los Angeles hos- 
pjital one week ago, is to be prosecuted 
for murder, says the father of the dead 


man. 

The parents of the hapless youth are 
in receipt of telegrams and letters 
from both Yuma and Los Angeles 
which assure them that their son was 
wantonly killed. Mr. Trezise says he 
is convinced that it is a case of out 
ani out murder, and that the real de- 
tails and animus have been purposely 
kept hidden in order to save Vedder 
from prosecution. Whether this view is 
correct it will probably take a more 
searching official inquiry than a cor- 
oners’ inquest to determine. Neverthe- 
less. the unsolicited information that 
has come to Mr. and Mrs. Trezise oe 
California persons appears to 
strongly incriminating. One Los ties 
les man wires: 

“Testimony introduced at inquest 
not fair. Your son did not use any 
weapon. I was present at the shooting.” 

A resident of Yuma has sent the fol- 
lowing, among other things, concerning 
the tragedy: 

“This is known to have been a foul, 
unprovoked murder” and your son had 
companion whose testimony could 
hang Vedder, the murderer. The rail- 
road men have simply lied to protect 
Vedder, who is not the popular man 
the papers state that he is. I am a rall- 
road man, and hope that you will have 
the case thoroughly investigated. for 
the sake of truth and justice. For me 
it is best simply to sign, 

“YOURS FOR JUSTICE.” 

Mr. Trezise is also in receipt of fur- 
ther information, said to be even more 
incriminating than this information, 
that he proposes to make use of at 
the proper times. He has consulted 
strong legal talent here, and will 
leave Los Angeles at once to probe 
the case thoroughly. Mr. Trezise is 
a man of ample means and much de- 
termination, and will doubtless make 
a hard fight for the conviction of Con- 
‘ductor Vedder, whom he claims is 
guilty of murder. 

The funeral of young Trezise was 
attended by many prominent Salt Lake 
people, friencs of the family, and was 
an unusually sad one. 

ö EASY MATTER> | 

CONVICTION NOT PROBABLE. 

There is little probability that Con- 
ductor Vedder will ever be convicted 
of murder, or even manslaughter, for 
having killed William Trezise, if the 
evidence adduced at the Coroner's in- 
quest indicates what he could prove 
in event of his arrest. The testimony 


at the inquest showed that not only 
Vedder successfully piead self-defense, 


every probability of its success, is 
that he acted in defense of the com- 
pany's property, and that his victim 
was engaged in committing an uniaw- 
ful act when he received the wound. 

The case was not allowed to simply 
pass without any attention being paid 
to it by the local authorities. When 
the news of the killing was published 
the District Attorney of San Diego 
county wrote to Dist.-Atty. Rives of 
Los Angeles and requested that he 
have an assistant present at the in- 
quest. He stated that if the _ evi- 
dence showed that Vedder was culpa- 
ble; or that there was any probability 
of convicting him of any crime, his 
arrest would be ordered. Asst. Dist.- 
Atty. Fredricks attended the inquest 
and cross-¢xamined all the witnesses. 
At the conclusion of the hearing, and 
while the jury was deliberating, Mr. 
Fredricks was asked whether, in his 
opinion, the evidence justified the be- 
perm of criminal proceedings against. 

fedder. He replied, unhesitatingiy, 
that he was there for the purpose of 
ascertaining that, but he was certain 
that no case could be made against 
the condvctor. The report to the 
District Attorney of San Diego county 
wae to that effect. It is therefore not 
at all probable that even if the elder 
Trezise comes here, a complaint will 
be issued against Vedder.

Senator Clark Getting Out and 
Dressing Granite in Maine for His 
New Mansion.

PROF. INTERESTING 


LIPPS'S 
VI 

While Wundt was writing his ac- 
count of optical illusions Prof. Theodore 
Lipps of the University of Munich was 
working out the same problem from an 
entirely different point of view. Lipps 
looks at illusions from the point 
of view of esthetics. All perceptions of 
space contain, he says, “‘mechanical- 
esthetic” element. That is to say, if we 
look at a block or marble or a pillar 
or post, or even plane figures repre- 
senting these things, we feel that they 
are “fit” or unfit.“ “right” or “wrong,” 
they satisfy us or they annoy us. This 
kind of reaction toward space forms 
is based on the fact that we anthropo- 
morphise them; we give them per- 
gonality; we regard them as the scene 
of the interplay of forces some of 
which tend to destroy the figure, some 
to maintain it. A pillar tends upward 
and also outward, and at the same time 
it seems to be holding itself together 
against counter forces, such as gravity 
or a burden laid on above. But we not 
only have a feeling“ for mechanical 
“rightness” or “wrongness;"’ our per- 
ception itself is altered by the inter- 
play of forces. When a column is co-- 
rectly constructei, when it does not 
bulge or topple or show signs of me- 
chanical weakness, we add to our per- 
ception of it the idea of a successful 
upward-tending activity. The column 
as we see it, actually draws itself up- 
extends itself. This is nonymous 
with an overestimation of ‘its length; 
that is, we have an illusion of extent. 
Similarly, it holds itself together hor- 
izontally, and this limiting, compress- 
ing activity appeals to us as an actual 
narrowing of the column. We under- 
estimate its breadth. Space forms are 
thus, for Prof. Lipps, more than in- 
ert shapes or masses. They not only 
exist; they become. They are, thanks 
to man’s phantasy, always doing somne- 
thing; always striving, attaining, suf- 
fering, enduring. 

This completes our general survey of 
illusions. We shall discuss in subse- 
quent papers various illusory effects in 
architecture, decorative art and cress.

OLD BRICK ROW GOING. 


Famous Yale Buildings Being Demol- 
ished to Make Place for the New 
Campus—North College Disappearing.

Old North College and 
Lyceum Hall are being torn down to 
make way for a new Yale campus. The 
fact means a thousandfold more to Yale 
men throughout the country than mere 
words tell. It means that all buildings 
but one of Yale's famous old brick row 
have now passed away, and that he 
who returns to New Haven henceforth 
comes as to a strange country. The 
demolition of the old buildings has al- 
ready begun. In a fortnight or more 
nothing will be left of the historic 
structures but heaps of brick and ruin. 
The old is passing away at Yale rap- 
idjy. New Yale is ever shouldering old 
Yale to the wall. ; 

Lyceum Hall was built within two 
years of a century ago, in 1803, and it 
is still sound in every timber. North 
College, last of the old brick row to 
be erected, was built in 1821. For sev- 
eral decades after it was built, North 
College was the rendezvous for the 
richest and most exclusive among the 
underclass men.

Hold. up and Beating in 
the Tunnel. 


Victim Tells a Wild 
and Woolly Tale. 


Burglars Perniciously | Persist- 
ent and One Robs a 
Contribution Box. 


John T. Summerville, who lives at 
No: 459 South Flower street, this city, 
was knocked down and robbed by two 
men in the west entrance to the Third- 
street tunnel about 11 o’clock Satur- 
day night. He was rendered uncon- 
scious by the beating he received, and 
when he regained his senses it was 
4 o'clock yesterday morning, and he 
was lying by the side of the walk on 
Flower street, near his home. 

The injured man applied at the Re- 
‘ceiving Hospital for treatment early 
yesterday morning, and“ made a re- 
port of the robbery to the police. He 
described his assailants as a tall man 
and a short, heavy-set man, but fur- 
ther than that can give no description. 
The highwaymen relieved him of 
about $4. 

Summerville says he went home 
from 
about 9 o’clock, and remained there 
until 11 o'clock, when he started down- 
town, intending to to San Pedro, 
where he has several teams at work. 
“As I entered the tunnel,“ he says, 
“I met the two men. They stopped, 
and one of them said, ‘Hello, Jack.’ 
Just then I was struck on the fore- 
head, and fell to the pavement. That 
is the last I remember until I revived 
on Flower. street in the morning. 1 
believe that one of the men struck 
me, just as the other spoke.“ 

This statement is reiterated by his 
daughter, who accompanied Summer- 
ville to the hospital in the morning. 

Besides having a severe gash just 
above his left eye, the man is bruised 
on the forehead, nose and left cheek. 
He also has a bruise on his left side, 
supposed to have been caused by a 
kick administered by one of the rob- 
bers after he fell. 

Although Summerville had only 
about $4 in his pockets at the time 
of the robbery, he had a few minutes 
before left a larger amount of money 
at his home. It is believed that the 
highwaymen knew that Summerville 
oo more money eartier in the even- 
ng. 

Detectives yesterday went to the 
tunnel to look for evidence of the 
crime, but could find no blood stains 
on the pavement where the robbery 
is said to have occu ‘ 

The injured man’s dauchter fainted 
while his wounds were being dressed 
at the hospital.

In a booklet, the 
name of which is The Pilgrim's Path,” 
a copy of which I now hold in my hand, 
on the title page of which is the pub- 
lished statement that this issue is of 
the thirteenth thousand, there appear 
the following instructions: “How to 
make a confession. If you have never 
been to confession, go and ask your 
priest to advise you how to prepare for 
it. We should look upon confession not 
only as a privilege—something to do us 
good—but as a duty, something which 
we owe to God,” (and the word owe“ 
is italicised,) therefore we should have 
regular and stated times for going to 
confession and observe the following 
rules:” On page 72 of the same book 
it says: “When you go to your con- 
fession kneel down and think that you 
are at the feet of Jesus on His cross, 

In the name of the Father, 
t the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen. I confess to God 
the Father, God the Son, 
the Holy Ghost, before the 
company of Heaven, and before you 
Father, that I have sinned exceedingly 
in thought, word, and deed, by my 
| fault, by my own fault, by my own 

grievous fault. Especially I remember 
| having committed the following sins 
since my last confession, which was 
(so long) ago. Here mention your sins. 
For these and all my other sins which 
I cannot now remember, I am heart- 
ily sorry, I firmly purpose to amend, 
and I ask of you, Father, penance, ad- 
vice and absolution. Now reverently 
listen to the advice given and the pen- 
ance enjoined, by your confessor; and 
joyfully receive absolution.” 

And those people were taught by 
this priest, not simply that it was a 
privilege—as it is always the privilege 
of any burdened soul who chooses, to 
seek the tender counsel of his minis- 
ter—those people were taught, that it 
was their duty to go and confess to 
him before they partook, of the holy 
communion. 

WHAT BONDAGE? 

Do you ask again, what bondage?

It is a work of God, and no one knows 

how God works. If you were to ask 

the great St. Michael. he could not 
tell you. If you were to ask the blessed 
Mary. she could not tell you. It is 

God's own secret, a knowledge which 

belongs to Him and to no one else. 

We go to the altar and kneel down, 

and the priest comes to us with the 
‘ blessed sacrament. We receive that 
which looks like bread and which 
tastes like bread: we receive that 
which looks like wine. and which 
tastes like wine: but that which we 
receive is the body and blood of Christ. 
It is Jesus Himself: it is Almighty 


Is that Protestantism or is it Roman- 
tem? Who can tell? Perh-ns a Ro- 
| manist can. Wen this what a 
Roman Catholic priest. writing from 
Manchester, Eng., says: : At this 
| hour 5000 Church Engiand clergy- 
men are preaching from as many 
| Protestant pulpits the (>**-"~ faith 
to catholic congregations much 
more effectually, with less suspicion 
and more acceptance, that 
ever hope to do. We could desire no 
better preparation for joining the Cath- 
olic Church than the ritualist prepara- 
tory school; and the fact that from 
them we have secured the majority 
of our converts strenghens us in our 
| View of it.” 

SOWING THE SEED. 
Perhaps a Roman Catholic cardinal 
(can tell. Well this is what Cardinal 
| Vaughan says: “They are doing our 
| work much better than we ourselves 
could do it; they are sowing the seed, 
, while we, with folded hands, are stand- 


— 


ing by, waiting to reap the harvest.” 

| Now doubtless such a statement as 
that of the manual quoted, would be 
considered too extreme by many of the 
high churchmen in our midst. Then 
‘why should they teach the same 
thought by the kind of ritual which 
they employ? If it is true, or if they 
think that it is true, let them say it 
cout and out, and then we will know 
what they mean. But if it is not true, 


let them cease to imply it by their 
ritual; by their flections and their 
| genufiections.

Whether 


they intend to do so or not, they are 
practicing a rite which teaches an un- 


truth. It is a poor use to make of 
ritual, when we employ it to convey to 


the minds of our congregations an er- 
ror which we do not dare to express. 


IN THIS DIOCESE. 
But in this diocese there are those 
who do dare to express it. There is 
an organization among us, a branch of 


a British society who call themselves 


in plain English “A Confraternity for 
the Adoration—mark that word—the 
Adoration of the Blessed Sacrament.” 
Now that very title means one of two 


things, and it can mean nothing else. 
Either trans-substantiation has taken 
place according to the Roman Catholic 


doctrine, and that bread and wine has 
become Almighty God, worthy of being 
adored, or else it has not. If it has 
not, then to adore it is idolatry. You 
In either case it 
is a practice which.is abhorent to all 


the teaching and the history of our 


church. It is true our Lord did say “This 
is My body.” But it seems tome that 
every mon who thinks should know 
that he was using thereby a figure of 
speech, precisely as when he said, “T 
am a door.” But a whole sacerdotal 
system has been bullt up about the 
misinterpretation of four words, and 
these men are seeking to perpetuate 
that system. 

Thus, in the manual to which I have 
alreadv referred, the manual which 
was distributed for use in the Church 
of the Neighborhood of this City. less 
than a year ago, there were these in, 
“At the Consecration of 
the Bread say: Hail, 
my Lord Jesus Christ! 
towllest devotion, I worship and adore 


say: Hail, true blood of my Lord 
Jesus Christ! Prostrate in lowliest de- 
votion, I d adore Thee.” 


an 

So, likewise, in England the venerable 
Frederick Farrar, D. D., F. R. S., 
archdeacon of Westminster, assures us 
that there are churches where the 
prayer prescribed by the church in ad- 
ministering the elements is entirely 
omitted, and nothing is said to each 
communicant but “The body of our 
Lord Jesus Christ,” and The blood of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Now, what can be the only possible 
effect of this thing upon thinking men 
living in this twentieth certury? What 
has been the effect in this diocese? 
Why, men and women, the Episcopal 
Church was the first religious organi- 
zation in this city. But, as you see 
the great congregations ng forth 
from the houses of worship of other 
communions; as you see the number 
of men among them, young and old, 
what kind of a commentary is it upon 
the narrow and sacramentarian teach- 
ing, which, until recent years, has al- 
most exclusively prevailed here in 
Southern California? Why is it that 
so seldom the men are seen in churches 
of this type, and the worshipers, as 
a rule, are composed of children who 
cannot think, and women who, with 
their sweet and spiritual yearnings, 
will worship anyhow, even though 
they have to do it in the midst of su- 
perstition? My friends, it is because 
the Anglo-Saxon man does not want 
"this thing; and if he did want it he 
would go to the Roman Catholic 
Church where he can find it in its 
perfection. 

If 1 had time I could refer to the 
practice of high mass and low mass: 
to requiems for the dead, and other 
Romish innovations, which have been 
introduced into our midst. But I have 
no time today to pursue this subject 
further. 


TO OTHER CLERGY. 
To my brethren in the ministry I 
would say—and God forbid that I 
should say it at all, unless I can say 
it in the spirit of sincerity, and earn- 
estness, and brotherly love—to my 
brethren in the ministry I would say: 
Why should you alienate the various 
Protestant bodies about you by per- 
sistently emphasizing points ot dif- 
ference, instead of ponts of agree- 
ment? It is true there are certain his- 
toric claims for this church, which for 
their sakes as well as ours we must 
defend. There are truths for which 
we stand for which I believe no other 
body of Carist's desciples in the world 
so fully stands. And it ts this whith 
makes me thank God every 
my steps have been led into this fold. 
Many in those communions are bun- 
gering for these truths and they do 
not know it. They are hun-ering for 
just that which you have tc give. ev 
are hungering in their services to fel 
behind them a great Catholic—in the 
only real sense of that word—broad, 
comprehensive, historic church, reacn- 
ing back through the ages. They are 
hungering for the dignity of our wor- 
ship, the beauty of our liturgy, the 
simplicity of our creed, the possible 
comprehensiveness of our Christian 
platform. If you will give them half 
a welcome they will giadly come to 
you. But they are Protestants, as W: 
are. and they are Anglo-Saxon Pro- 
testants. They do not want your elab- 
orate ritual with its Italian ac>:etions, 
for that only repeis and disgusts them. 

Tell me! Tell me if you can, why 
should you turn your back upon them, 
with whom we have so much in com- 
mon, and your face toward tte only 
religious body in the world which p:r- 
sistently refuses to recognize you ocr 
your orders, and never permits an op- 
portunity to go by to treat you with 
contempt? 

I tell you that any possible union of 
our communion with the Roman Cath- 
olle Church is an irridescent dream 
unless you are willing to fall in com- 
plete allegiance at the feet of their 
Pope. And I ask it in perfect frank- 
ness, and am willing to be 2orrected.-if 
I am wrong—have I not shown this 
morning that if there are those in our 
communion and out of it who dees n 
to harbor the suspicion that this is 
what all your efforts are leadirg to- 
ward: have I not shown that they at 
least have some reason for their fears? 

WHAT TO DO ABOUT IT? 

Well, now I will only detain you a 
few moment more. while I answer th: 
practical question: What can we do 
about it? If ever there was a time 
when we needed to retain that word 
Protestant it is now, for never has 
there been so much reason fer protest 
within our own ranks. 

In every onward movement there are 
four things which are essential. They 
ere always the same: Agitation which 
may result in education; education 
which may result in organization, and 
organizaton which may result in ref- 
ormation. I can refer now only to the 
first two, leaving the others to follow 
as God's providence may direct. 

And let us ar in mind that this 
agitation is not of our seeking. We 
are men of peace. We would much 
prefer that these various schools 
thought in our midst, should repre- 
sent, not different parties, but only 
different parts of one grand church. 
There is room for all—high and low and 
broad—provided they are in very deed 
a part of us. This is the boast of our 
church, and I rejoice in it. I would 
not have it otherwise, if I could. I 
would be broad enough, and I would 
have you, my people, broad enough to 
include even what may seem to us 


to be narrowness. But there is no 
room, uniess the whole battle for 
purity and freedom, has to be 


fought over again—there is no 


Romanism, and the resulting priestly 
ossumption of undue authority. | 

To those of my brethren in the min- 
istry who have written me, only one 
in the spirit of acrimony, and all the 
others with kindness and brotherly 
love, not to precipitate a contfoversy, 
I would say: Why. my dear brethren, 
can you not discern the signs of the 
times? It is already precipitated. This 
very day arrangements are being made 
in San Francisco for the publication of 
a weekly paper, whose chief object is 
the dissemination of these sacerdotal 
views. which, in their final outcome, as 
I think I have shown, represent only 
another term for Romanism. This very 
day agents are at work in this dlocese 
trying to secure subscribers for that 
‘paper. The Rev. Stephen Innes, the 
rector of the Church of St. 

Virgin. in the city of San Francisco. 
a Protestant Episcopal Church. in 
which prayers to the Virgin Mary are 
offered in Latin, thue frankly states 
the purpose of this publication. He 
says: “One of the main objects of 
the paper. will be to counteract—to 
kill—Protestantism in the Episcopal 
Church. We believe the church is over- 
run with a particular form of Prot- 
estantiem that is antagonistic to the 
old Catholic doctrine, and we want to 
root it out. We hold that the ad- 
vancement of the future church de- 
ends upon the suppression of this 
rotestantism.” 

My brethren. is it any too soon for 
somebody on this Pacific Coast to have 
taken up the gauntlet which these men 
have thrown down? 

ON THE WARPATH. 

A gentleman said to me this last 
week, “I understand you have gone 
on the warpath,” And as I thought 
of such statements as that which I 
have just quoted from the San Fran- 
cisco clergyman and editor, I 
swered, “Well, if you call it the war- 
path, perhaps it is; but I found when 
I got there that I had no reason to 
feel lonesome.” These men have 
been on the warpath for years, and in 
all this diocese not a voice has thus 
far been publicly lifted, so far as 1 
can learn, to declare in the name of 
our Bible and our prayer book, and 
our beloved church, that if they are 
determined to advocate these teath- 
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munion, where they do not belong, it 
would be better for them, and for us, 
if they were to go into the Roman 
Catholic Church, where they evidently 
do belong. 

And to the men like him whom I 
have quoted, who are threatening to 
crush out Protestantism from our 
midst, I would say, “My dear sirs, 
you will never succeed. It is possibile. 
though not probable, that you may 
wipe out the name, but you will never 

rid of the thing. You are ham- 
—— at an anvil which has worn 
out a great many hammers, and will 
wear out a great many more. Your 
predecessors tried it in the Middle 
and though t bad all the 
power of the Inquisition on their side, 
they failed. You will find, as many 
others before you have found, that in 
trying to stamp out the flames you 
are only spreading the sparks. If you 
can a 1 to men's judgment, 
you will surely win, as you ought to 
win. But if you come to them only 
with that ecclesiastical authority 
which you are secking to borrow from 
the Middle Ages. you and ycur asso- 
clates are as certain to fail in the 
end, as vonder sun to pursue its ap- 
pointed course. All your anathemas 
cannot bring back the night when the 
day is already rising toward the noon. 

FINALLY. 

Gentlemen, we do not want medie- 
valism. We are not living in those 
ages of darkness which you prefer to 
call the ages of faith. We are living 
today. Our church exists for the »eo- 
ple who are now on earth, and those 
who are to follow. And with this in 
view I cannot better close than 
quoting with approval those ringing 
words uttered in the House of Com- 
mons by the Hon. A. J. Balfour. I 
believe they are as true of America 
as they are of England. “I do not 
conceal for one moment.“ he says, 
“my own belief that if church is 
te remain the church of the great ma- 
jority of the nation, it must be 
ancient institution as it was purified

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NOTHER MINING MUDDLE. 

From time to time we have com- 
mented upon the loose and unsatisfac- 
‘tory condition of the laws which gov- 
ern the location and development of 
mineral lands in the United States. A 
sensational instance of this kind has 
just been brought to light in Califor- 
nia which promises to cause a vast 
amount of annoyance and loss to men 
who have taken up mineral claims in 
good faith. | 

When the act was passed at the 
extra session of the Legislature of the 


State of California in February, 1900, 


repealing the State mining law en- 
acted March 27. 1897, it was supposed, 
and has ever since been generally be- 
lieved, that such repealing act wiped 
from the statutes of the State every 
existing State mining law. State- 
ments to that effect have been pub- 
lished and repeated time and again, so 
that mining men and prospectors have 
supposed them to be correct, and have 
labored under the belief that the only 
mining laws in force in California 
were those of the United States, which 
latter provide for the assessment work 
to be annually done on mining claims. 

Such, however, it appears, is not the 
case. There was recently published in 
Les Angeles, by a firm of assayers, a 
little work on metallurgy, which also 
contained a chapter on California 
mining laws, written by George W. 
Knox, Esq., of this city. In the course 
of the article Mr. Knox said:

UBAN INDEPENDENCE. 

A writer in Gunton's Magazine for 
July calls into question the quality of 
Cuban independence unger the Platt 
Amendment. While not denying that 
the acceptance of the amendment may 
be the best possi solution of the 
issues involved, he thinks the Cubans 
will in effect be under a protectorate. 
The writer says: 

“We have purposely called this an 
acceptance of ‘autonomy’ on the part 
at Cuba. Genuine independence it is 
not and cangot be. It may be the 
best possible settlement of Cuban 
problem, but we only need to apply 
the case to ourselves to see whether 
we have really given Cuba independ. 
ence or autonomy under a protector- 
ate. Suppose England, during the 
revolutionary war, had offered to with- 
draw its troops and let us set up a 
government of our own, on condition 
that we would never make any treaty 
with a foreign power regarding the 
ownership or control of any part of 
this country, nor contract any debt 
beyond our capacity to pay, but give 
the English the perpetual right to 
intervene in our domestic affairs 
whenever they might regard it neces- 
sary to protect life, liberty and prop- 
erty; surrender an important piece of 
territory; and sell or lease to the 
British government lands necessary 
for coaling and naval stations. Sup- 
pose, then, we had accepted these con- 
ditions; would it have been independ- 
ence? Would we ourselves 
now as an independent nation if any 
foreign power possessed any such 
rights with reference to American af- 
fairs?” 

The independence which Cuba will | 
have under the terms of the Platt 
Amendment will be as complete and 
absolute as it will ever be possible for 
the island to have. The conditions 
imposed by the United States are 
necessary, not merely for our own 
protection but for the protection of 
the Cubans themselves, 

The Cubans coulé not maintain their 
independence for sixty days if the 
moral support of our government were 
absolutely withdrawn from them. In 
that case, it would be understood that 
if their independence were menaced 
by some other power we should not 
take any step to aid them. If Cuba 
were in such a position she would 
speedily become the spoil of one or 
more of the European nations. She 
would be powerless to resist such an 
invasion, and must certainly succumb 
if the support of our strong crm were 
withdrawn. 

Inasmuch as we are found to stand 
between Cuba and foreign aggression, 
it is no more than right that we 
should have the comparatively small 
concessions stipulated in the Platt 
Amendment especially as we do not 
propose to interfere in the management 
of Cuban internal affairs in the slight- 
est degree. The time will come when 
the Cubans will fully realize, if they 
do not fully realize now, that the pro. 
visions of the Platt Amendment are 
to them a shield and a tower of 
strength; a guaranty of freedom, not 
an instrument and a medium of op- 
pression.

Large Smelter to Be Built at 
_ Lordsburg, N. M.—Mines 
and Railroads. 


Correspondence.} The celebration of In- 
dependence Day was under the patron- 
age and very largely at the personal e- 
pense of the city fathers, headed by 
Mayor Schumacher. It was primarily 
a celebration for the benefit of the ris- 
ing generation, for whom the Mayor 
had provided unlimited quantities of 
ice cream and cake. Eighteen hundred 
cream dishes were in circulation at the 
same time. The celebration centered at 
the City Park. There were short ad- 
dresses, but the refreshments and fire- 
works were best appreciated by the 
youthful guests of the municipality. 
NEWS OF THE MINES. 

One of the most important items to 
the mémers is the intelligence that the 
Pacific Union Mining and Smelting 
Company is to start within a few 
months a @00-ton smelter at Lords- 
burg, N. M., on the line of the South- 
ern Pacific. Lordsburg is one of the 
central points of the Southwest, with 
direct railroad communication to Globe 
and Morenci, and with the copper mines 
of Southeastern Arizona, and with a 
prospect of more direct communication 
with Bisbee and Sonora, by means of a 
spur line from the Pheips-Dodge Rail- 
way now under construction to Deming. 
There is a possibility also of the con- 
struction of a large smelter at or near 
Tucson, contingent on the bending of 
a group of mines in the mountains to 
the southeast. 

Probably the last obstacle in the way 
of the resuscitation of the copper mines 
at Ray has been disposed of in the sale 
of the company of a mining claim that 
embraces the larger part of Kelvin, 
where are located the company’s offices 
and reduction works. 

The Collins copper mines, adjoining 
the gpg of the Mammoth Com- 
pany, north of Tucson, have been ac- 
quired by the latter company and the 
two mines are being connected at the 
780-foot level. A large body of water 
was struck at the 800-foot level of the 
Mammoth, necessitating the installa- 
tion of modern pumps. Receiver Blair 
is rushing the installation of the elec- 
trical plant to be established in Tuc- 
son. It is expected within a year the 
mine will resume paying dividends. 

The cyanide plant at Mammoth, 
owned hy Steinfeld, Franklin & Biais- 
Gell, was “destroyed by 
cyanide operations at 
now conducted one company only. 

The new smelter at Helvetia is now 

working steadily and is turning out 
30,000 pounds of copper matte per diem. 
An ample supply of water has been de- 
veloped at the mine. 
The new mill of the Exposed Reef 
mine in the Huachuca Mountains is 
now ready for operations, after an ex- 
penditure of the company of nearly 
$100,000 for machinery. Part of this 
has been for a cyanide plant for treat- 
ment of the tailings, of the capacity of 
100 tons per diem. The mine and mill 
have been connected by a tramway. 

Con O'Keefe, one of the incorporators 
of the mines mainiy owned by W. C. 
Greene in Northeastern Sonora, has 
purchased a silver mine in Sonora, 
about seventy miles south of Nogales, 
and has incorporated companies under 
the laws of Arizona and New Mexico. 
He has about a quarter of a million dol- 
lars’ worth of ore ready for stoping. 

A concentrating mill is to be erected 
at once on the Colorado mine, sixty 
miles south of Tucson, owned by 
Charles Udell of this city. The mine 
is a silver and copper producer. 

The Tres Amigos mine in the Oro 
Blanco district, south of Tucson, has 
been bonded by a Michigan company, 
which will develop the property thor- 
oughly. 

Charles H. Bean, J. W. Rife and S. H. 
Lucas of Los Angeles, have organized 
the American Mining Company, under 
the laws of Arizona, with capital stock 
of $100,000. 

The sixty-ton furnace of the Rose- 
— mine has been shut down tempo- 
rarily. 

On the 15th inst., under execution for 
about $16,000, at the instance of L. 
Zeckendorf & Co., the Sheriff will sell 
at public auction the mines and smelter 
of the Azurite Copper Company. 

Proceedings have been begun in So- 
nora, at Guaymas, against the Sonora 
and Sinaloa Irrigation Company, a New 
York corporation that has partly con- 
structed the noted aYqui River irriga- 
tion canal. The finances of the corpo- 
ration were badly crippled through the 
outbreak of the Yaqui war, but it is 
understood that the canal is to be con- 
tinued to completion by a new com- 


pany. 
RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Preparations are about complete for 
the substitution of oil for coal on the 
Southern Pacific Railway, in Southern 
Arizona, which is to be begun within a 
few days, as soon as the last of the 
million-galion tanks is installed, at 
Lordsburg. Smaller tanks, each of 50,- 
000 gallons’ capacity, are to be placed 
along the line for emergency uses. 

The Southern Pacific Company is us- 
ing oll already in Arizona in sprinkling 
the grade between Tucson and Yuma, 
a stretch that has been renowned in 
the past for dust. 

“The crookedest road on earth” from 
Guthrie, on the Arizona and New Mex- 
ico road, to Morenci and the works of 
the Detroit Copper Company, though 
barely completed, is to be changed as 
soon as possible to a broad gauge. Much 
of the grade was constructed with this 
expectation, but the change will re- 
quire an enormous amount of rock 
work in straightening the line and may 
Increase the grade to a remarkable de- 
gree. 

The Southern Pacific officials disclaim 
any intention of trying to forcibly pre- 
vent the passage of the new Phelps- 
Dodge road over the right of way at 
Deming, and state that the building of 
the fence at that point is merely to 
compel the Bisbee road to resort to law. 

The Southern Pacific has secured an 
ample supply of the purest of water at 
Casa Grande, at the depth of 750 feet. 
Four hundred and fifty feet of the well 
was through sandstone, that was not 
penetrated.. 

An indication of the raflway traffic of 
Southern Arizona lies in the fact that 
the income of the Benson office of the 
Southern Pacific Company, for June, 
amounted to $250,000.

can put it up.

LIVELY CLIFTON. 
MINING INDUSTRY BOOMS. 

CLIFTON (Arts.) July 10.—{Regular 
Correspondence.] It is doubtkful if 
there be in the Southwest at the 
present day a livelier camp than 
this of Clifton. A change of the 
Arizona and New Mexico Railroad to 
a broad gauge, and the construc- 
tion of a branch road to Morenci, 
have caused a wonderful stimulation 
in the mining industry of the region. 
More than 3000 men are now employed 
in this district, the percentage of 
skilled labor being unusually large. 
It is expected that as soon as the new 
furnaces of the Arizona Copper Com- 
pany are under way, nearly a 100 tons 
of bullion per diem will be shipped 
abroad. 

The new concentrator of the Arizona 
Copper Company at the Longfellow in- 
cline on Chase Creek, a few miles 
above Clifton, is now practically com- 
— It will have a capacity of about 

tons a day. The ore is handled 
automatically from first to last. The 
concentrator has been located on the 
side of a very precipitous hill, and 
gravity is thus made to do almost all 
the work. The machinery embraces 
Blake crushers, Cornish rolls, several 
sets of Huntington mills, and thirty- 
six Vanner concentrators. 

The Detroit Mining Company at 
Morenci is to double the capacity of its 
concentrator plant, which is noW treat- 
ing about 400 tons of ore a day. The 
smelter will also be enlarged to the 
capacity of about 1200 tons a day. The 
improvements will call for the employ- 
ment of twice as many men as are 
now on the Detroit's pay roll. 

Connection has been made at the 
Arizona Copper Company's works with 
a new “smoke stack.“ The stack“ 
is a 250-foot shaft, driven from the 
top of a nearby hill to the level of the 
works, with which it is connected by 
a 250-foot tunnel. Just above the 
works there is now being constructed 
an enormous iron dust chamber, 
through which the smoke from the 
smelter will circulate, and wherein 
will be deposited a large amount of 
valuable dust, that has been blown 
from the furnaces. At the top of the 
hill is being, built a fifty-foot stack, 
that will mae sure the deliverance of 
Clifton. from the sulphurous fumes 
that have been known here for years. 

A new ten-stamp mill has deen 
started at Clear Lake camp, at Car- 
lisle district. 

Jack O’Neil, Thomas Lamb and as- 
sociates have sold to an eastern com- 
pany a promising gold property in 
the Graham Mountains. The price is 
understood to have been $80,000. 

Though the Shannon copper mine 
bag no reduction plant, and has pro- 
duced not a und of bullion since 
its incorporation, its stock is now gell- 
ing on the market at $20 a share, an 
advance of 100 per cent. above par 
during the six months since its own- 
ership by a stock company. The ma- 
chinerv is arriving for the Shannon 
smelting plant, which is to be in opera- 
tion by the first of the new year. 

W. M. Griffith, late United States 
Marshal for Arizona; Revenue In- 
sector B. F. Jossey and several part- 
ners have been enriched by the dis- 
covery of a large body of sulphide 
ore on a claim owned by them near 
the Shannon mine. A new corpora- 
tion formed in Clifton, where the stock 
is mainiy owned, is the Home Copper 
Company. It owns thirty claims on 
Eagle Creek, and is preparing to ex- 
pend large sums in their development. 

Large shipments of phosphate are 
now being made from Eagle River 
Los Angeles, When it will be used as 
a fertilizer. 

James A. Fleming of the Black War. 
rior Copper Company has not sold the 
controlling interest of the company, as 
reported. 

MORENCI BOOMING. 

Morenci, which could never lay claim 
heretofore to any of the admirable 
features of a modern city. is taking 
rapid strides in the right direction. The 
two main companies interested in the 
mines about the town, are finishing up 
the work on a handsome school bulld-

Great Exporters of Iron and Steel. 


The growth of the export trad in 
iron and steel on the part of the five 
chief iron-producing countries of the 
world should at this stage of the 
world’s economic history be of interest, 
says the London Iron and Coal Trades 
Review. The material figures are 
those that illustrate the developments 
of the last ten years, for in that inter- 
val the supremacy of our own country 

been more seriously challenged 
than at any former period. An exam- 
ination of the figures that follow will 
show that in 1891 British exports, al- 
though much under what they had 
been in some previous years, were 64 
per cent. of the total of the five coun- 
tries, whereas in 1899 they were only 
f2 per cent. of the corresponding ex- 
ports and in 1891 53 per cent. It is 
mainiy the advance of the United 
States that has made the wonderful 
difference in the interval, the iron and 
steel exports of that country having in 
ten years increased twenty-five fold.

Cast Steel. 


From the earliest times up to the 
middle of the eighteenth century the 
only method by which steel was made 
was by heating wrought iron in close 
contact with charcoal or some carbon- 
aceous material, says the International 
Monthly. In 1741 Daniel Huntsman, a 
clockmaker of Handsworth, near Shef- 
field, England, made practical a pro- 
cess of making cast steel in small cruci. 
bles. At first the contents of the dif- 
ferent crucibles were not sufficiently 
uniform in composition to allow of 
mixing, and the size of steel castings 
or forgings was limited to the amount 
of steel contained in one crucible. 
Later, however, as skill in refining be- 
came more expert, the contents of many 
crucibles were poured into a ladle and 
the resultant mixture cast into molds 
of suitable shape for use in the trades. 
The most successful pioneer in develop- 
ing the crucible steel industry was Al- 
fred Krupp, of Essen, Germany, who, 
with his descendants, have always led 
their competitors in the size and excel- 
lence of castings and forgings of this 
metal. At the International Exhibition 
in London in 1861 this manufacturer 
exhibited a cast-steel ingot weighing 
two and one-quarter tons, this being 


by far the largest steel casting made 


up to that time. He progressed rapidly

Silver Output. 

An increase in the world's production 
of silver ‘s recored for the year 1900.

Output of Wire Rods and Wire Nails. 


According to the Bulletin of the 
American Iron and Steel Association, 
the production of iron and sttel wire 
rods in the United States in 1900 
amounted to 846,291 gross tons, against 
1,036,298 tons in 1899 and 1,071,683 tons 
in 1898, showing a decrease of 190,107 
tons, or over 18 per cent., in 1900 as 
compared with 1899. Of the total pro- 
duction in 1900, 1929 tons were iron rods 
and 844,362 tons were steel. Pennsyl- 
vania made the largest quantity of 
wire rods in 1900, with Illinois second 
Ohio third and Massachusetts fourth. 
Six other States, Connecticut, New 
York, New Jersey, Kentucky, Ala- 
bama and Indiana, also rolled wire rods 
in 1900. The production of steel wire 
nails in the United States in 1900 
amounted to 7,233,979 kegs of 100 pounds, 
as compared with 7,618,130 kegs in 1899, 
a decrease of 384,151 kegs, or over 5 per 
cent. In 1898 the production amounted 
to 7,418,475 kegs, in 1897 to 8,997,245 kegs, 
in 1896 to 4,719,860 kegs and in 1895 to 
5,841,403 kegs. The wire nails produced 
in 1900 were manufactured by fifty-six 
works, three less than in 1899. The fol- 
lowing table gives the production of 
wire nails in 1899 and 1900 in kegs of 
100 pounds:

A GREAT BRIDGE. 

The Railway Age devotes a dozen 
pages to illustration and lefter-press 
descriptions of a great railway bridge 
built over the Des Moines River by 
the Chicago and Northwestern. The 
authority refered to says: 

The Boone bridge is of the viaduct 
type and work on it was started on 
April 23, 1899. The structure was 
opened for traffic May 18, 1901. The 
bridge is 2685 feet in length, is 185 fret 


Jin height at its highest point and con- 


tains 5680 tons of metal. With the ex- 
ception of the span over the river 
channel, which is 300° feet long, the 
bridge is composed of spans alternately 
45 and 75 feet in length: the 45-foot 
spans being the tops of the steel tow- 
ers of that length and the 75-foot spans 
being the distance between these tow- 
ers. 

While the Boone bridge can hardly 
be compared to the greatest bridges of 
the world, including such structures as 
the Eads, Forth and Brooklyn bridges. 
it is undoubtedly one of the greate't 
bridges of the viaduct type ever built, 
Some idea of its proportions may bs» 
obtained from the following com- 
parison with other noted railroad via- 
ducts, including the Kinzua, Loa and 
Pecos structures: |

In addition to these might be inelud- 
ed the Crumlin viaduct situated on the 
Taff Vale Extension Railway in South 
Wales. It is 1500 feet long, 200 feet 
high and contains about 3000 tons of 
metal. It is a double-track structure 
and was built in 1867. 

For uniformity the girders used for 
both the 45 and 75-foot spans were 
made 7 feet in depth, though the eco- 
nomic depth of the girders for the 45- 
foot spans would be slightly less, and 
for the 75-foot spans slightly greater 
than this. The use of 45-foot tower. 
spans gave a sufficient spread at the 
base to allow of no uplift at the foot of 
the columns as a result of the sudden 
stoppage of a train on the bridge. The

batter of 1 in 6, making the distance be- 
tween the feet of the columns 70 feet, 
in the direction at right angles to the 
length -f de bridge This gave the 
towers a base of sufficient width to re- 
sist pressure of the wind on the sides. 
The columns were made up of two 20- 
inch and one 15-inch I beams. riveted 
together in the form of the letter H. 
These were braced with diagonal com- 
pression members, no horizontal struts 
being used except at the bottom of 
the tower, where all four columns were 
connected by 15-inch channel struts. 

The channel span, which is 300 feet in 
length and 6 feet deep, is divided into 
five panels and is supported at either 
end on A-shaped towers, which in turn 
rest on steel cylinder piers 10 feet in 
diameter. The span is of the ordinary 
truss type, the expansion and contrac- 
tion being allowed for by making the 
end posts at one end of a rocker bent, 
and allowing the pins at the foot of 
these posts to slide in slotted pin holes 
in the bottom chords. 


FRICTION DRAFT GEAR. 


The Westinghouse companies have 
complied an interesting statement 
showing the number of friction draft 
gear applied to freight and passenger 
cars and locomotives up to June 14, 1901. 
The statement shows that the gear is 
in use on 64 railroads and the cars of 
private iines and coal companies. The 
largest number in use upon any one 
road is 15,000, placed on the cars of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Raltlroad, this be- 
ing the equipment of 7500 cars. The 
next largest is the Pennsylvania road, 
which has 13,820 freight-car  equip- 
ments and 109 locomotive equipments. 
It will be understood that two sets of 
draft gear are necessary for one car, 
while one is sufficient for a locomotive. 
The Pittsburg, Bessemer and Lake 
Erie has 9400 draft gear upon freight 
cars, two for the equipment of one car 
in passenger service, and 11 locomotives 
are so equipped. The roads included 
in the list are scattered over every part 
of the United States and are evidence 
of the popularity of this equipment as 
a means of absorbing the shocks which 
occur between heavily-loaded cars. It 
is an interesting fact that the friction 


gear has been applied to bumping 


posts on the Pennsylvania company's 
lines, nine equipments of this class hav- 
ing been furnished. The Illinois Cen- 
tral has 61 caboose cars, and the Yazoo 
and Mississirni Valley has 24 equip- 
ments in similar service. 


LARGE CAR’ QUESTION. 


The “large car question’ appeals to 
the master car builders as involving 
certain problems of construction, says 
the Rallway Age, to the traffic people 
as relating to certain problems of 
classification, and to the auditors per- 
he as combining the two sets of puz- 
gies. As to the facts, a committee of 
the International Association of Car 
Accountants has just reported that in 
comparison with 1896 the figures for 
1900 show an increase of % per cent. in 
the number of box cars 36 to 40 feet 
long,.and of 382 per cent. in those of 40 
to 50 feet long: and that, while the 
total equipment of ordinary box cars 
has increased 33 per cent., those over 
35 feet in length have increased 125 
per cent.

Leav- 
ing out of the account all disburse- 
ments payable late in July or early in 
August, the New York Journal of Com- 
merce presents the items for $47,334,000 
of interest on railroad and kindred 
bonds and $20,117,000 of dividends on 
railroad and kindred stocks distributed 
in New York this month, to say nota- 
ing ot $35,000,000 of dividends and in- 
terest on industrial and miscellaneous 
stocks and bonds payable at the same 
financial center. This enormous volume 
of rewards to investors undoubtedly 
has not been equaled. A considerable 
proportion of the distributions will seek 
reinvestment, and the new buying de- 
mand is counted on generally to stim- 
ulate the market for securities.

VARIOUS ITEMS. 


At a special meeting of the stock- 
holders ot the Missouri Pacific Railway 
Company in St. Louies Wednesday it 
was voted to increase the capital stock 
The directors of the American Loco- 
motive Company, at their meeting re- 
cently, authorized the expenditure of 
sufficient money to increase the out- 
put of the various works from 1700 to 
2000 engines a year. 2 
The American Bridge Company re 
cently closed contracts in one week for 
15.000 tons of steel work. The most 
important orders were for 6000 tons tor 
the Lackawanna Iron and Stee] Com- 
pany at Buffalo, 4000 tons for the Met- 
ropolitan Elevated Railway Company 
of Chicago and 3500 tons for the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron Company at Pu- 
eblo, Colo.

The company 
now has ninety-five engines using pe- 
troleum fuel, while an order has den 
issued for the equipment of all en- 
gines for burning petroleum. Estimat- 
ing the consumption of the engines at 
twenty-one barrels of oli each day far 
$00 days in the year, the consuming 
power of the engines wi 
barrels, compared with the present con- 
suming power of 598,500 barrels.

UNIONISM NOT SUCCESSFUL. 
On July 1 the head of the Amalga- 

mated Association of Iron, Steel and 
Tin Workers sent out an order for a 
strike at all the mills of the American 
Sheet Steel Company and the Ameri- 
can Steel Hoop Company, subsidiary 
companies of the United States Steel 
Corporation, these concerns having 
failed to sign the new wage scale fixed 
by the workers. Over fifty mills, em- 
ploying 35,750 men, are involved. A 
number of independent mills are said 
to have signed the Amal 

scale, but many mills are closed. 

e Reading Railway shop strike 
was settled July 2 upon the following 
agreement, as given out by President 
Baer: “The men to return to work 
at once just as they were before they 
went out, the men to be restored to 
the Philadelphia and Reading Relief 
Association with like effect as though 
they had not left the employ of the 
company; the labor union is not to be 
recognized, and no distinction will be 
made between union and non-union 
men. After the men have returned to 
work a committee of the shops, rep- 
resenting all the workmen, can be ap- 
pointed by our employés. We will ar- 
point a committee com of super- 
intendents and foremen of the shops 
to meet the workmen's committee and 
the whole subject of wages to be con- 
sidered by this joint committee, with 
power to agree upon a new scale of 
wages which shall be deemed fair and 
just both to the men and company. 
In case, after a reasonable effort the 
joint committee cannot agree, I 
personally meet with the joint com- 
mittee and endeavor to adjust the dif- 
ferences.”

SOME SMALL SPARKS

The people of the United States are 
earning from 320,000,000, 000 to $30,000,- 
000,000 a year, from $66,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 a day, and that is not our 
total income, either. 

The Manufacturers’ Record has cor. 
meted a summary which rhows that 
within the last six morths no less than 
seventy-five refrigeration plants have 
been located in various parts of the 
South. 

It is said that the attempt to com- 
bine the concerns manufacturing glass 
and brass lambs has proved a com- 
plete failure. The scheme failed be- 
cause certain big Pittsburgh companies 
refused to enter the proposed trust. 

The production of iron ore in Spain 
fell off slightly in 1900 as compared 
with 1899. The total production was 
8,480,246 tons in 1 and 9,397,723 tons 
in 1899. The exports were 7,823,270 tons 
iast year, as against $8,613,137 in 1899. 
The portion of the exports was 
to Great Britain, but the United States 


took 195,961 tons in 1900. 


In 1898 America sent us shoes to the 
value of £72,714; in 1899, £147,944; last 
year the figures had rissen to £228,057. 
And the fight has only just begun, 
says the London Mail. 

The population of the world is about 
1,600,000,000; of the United States 77,- 
000,000, or about one-twentieth. 
consume about one-third of the whole 
world’s products. Why? Because we 
do forty-nine-fiftieths of our own work, 
make big money and live like lords, 
says the American Economist. 

Our coal products now amount to the 
value of $300,000,000 a year, against 
less than $200,000,000 in 1894, 95.

Busy machinery makes work and 
wages. The more coal the more gold. 

During 1900 there were 526,033 cases, 
or 11,572,726 pairs of shoes shipped from 
Brockton, Mass. Shoe-factory workers 
average over $2 a day, even the fe- 
male workers averaging $1.75 a day. 
There are no abandoned farms around 
Brockton, and there is no need of 
barefoot boys and girls. 

In a resumé of the business of the 
South Jersey glass industry for the 
season just ended, the Philadelphia 
ledger notes that the “fire” has been 
a vety favorable one for the workers, 
but less favorable for the owners. The 
latter complain of very low prices, But 
the demand has been excellent, the 
works have been kept running full, 
some on overtime, wages have 
been high. There is a general com- 
plaint of the lack of boys. Some con- 
cerns tried the experiment of im- 
porting boys from the cities, but the 
results were not satisfactory.
